DOVER, England, Sept. 30 
(AP).—Prayers of thanksgiving 
supplanted the screech of shells 
over the chalk cliffs today and 
the people danced in the streets 
of Dover as this capital of “hell- 
fire corner” celebrated its liber- 
ation from four years of shellfire 
by Nazi long-range batteries 
across the straits. 

“The Mayor has received of- 
ficial information,” said proclama- 
tions which rang from loud- 
speakers on trucks through the 
long-embattled towns of Dover, 
Folkstone and Deal, “that all the 
long-range guns on the other side 
of the channel have now been 
captured.” 

The people rushed from their 

homes, their shelters and their 
caves and set out on a carnival 
of rejoicing. 
Flags appeared by the hundreds 
and fluttered from windows in all 
the towns. Even baby carriages 
flew Union Jacks, and older chil- 
dren—those who had not been sent 
away—held their own flag-waving 
parades. 

In their joy, the people of 
Folkestone remembered to thank 
their liberators. Street dancing 
stopped for the reading of a mes- 
sage dispatched to 
troops who yesterday captured the 
last guns which the Germans had 
fired furiously in recent weeks to 
use up ammunition before their 
capture.

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‘GI General’s’ 19th Tactical Air Force 
Hangs Up Amazing Toll of Destruction 


Group Unider ‘Opie’ Wey- 
land, Who Was Second 
Lieutenant Six Years, 
Among Outfits Most 
Feared by the Germans.

HEADQUARTERS, NINE- 
TEENTH TACTICAL AIR 
FORCE, Sept. 22 (Delayed) (By 
Wireless). — Brig. Gen. Otto P. 
Weyland, commander of the fa- 
mous. Nineteenth Tactical Air 
Command which has been con- 

* ducting joint air operations with 
Gen. George S. Patton’s Third 
Army, is probably the most G, IL. 
general in the combined forces of 
the United States Army, the Air 
Forces or the Marines. 

Forty-one years old, six feet, 
two inches tall, the General is 170 
pounds of continuous good humor. 
Around this advanced headquar- 
ters the example of camaraderie 
get by “Opie,” as his men refer to 
him, is followed by officers and 
enlisted. men alike. Behind the 
grim business of fighting there is 
something of a holiday air about 
this headquarters, which is set 
deep in a pine forest adjoining a 
landing strip cut in a grain field 
for planes of the headquarters 
staff. 

During the first 31 days after 
the Nineteenth assumed its task 
of supporting the Third Army in 
August, pilots of the command 
flew 968 missions and dropped 
more than 1600 tons of bombs on 
enemy targets. 

These pilots are among the men 
most feared by the German army 
and their bombing and strafing 
tactics have been described by one 
high military spokesman of the 
ground-air combination as “the 
United States’ secret weapon.” 

Well satisfied with the perform- 
ance of his pilots in their role of 
supporting Gen. Patton’s armored 
and infantry columns, Gen. Wey- 
land insists that full credit for the 
imposing record of the Nineteenth 
be gyven these pilots. 

In his private trailer at head- 
quarters today ‘the General re- 
ceived this reporter and talked. at 
length of how smoothly the Nine- 
teenth Tactical Air Force-Third 
Army. combination is working. 


Aided in Big Capture. 


Typical of Gen. Weyland’s in- 
sistence that his men be given full 
credit is this message which he 
recently sent to every fighter- 
bomber group under his command: 

“The 16th of September saw the 
successful conclusion of a new 
chapter in the history of Nine- 
teenth Tactical Air Force opera- 
tions when, at the request of the 
commanding general of the Ninth 
Army, I was present at Beaugen- 
cy bridge on the south bank of the 
Loire with the commanding gen- 
erat of the Eighty-third Division 
to accept the surrender of Gen. 
Elsner, his staff and 20,000 troops. 

“Since Aug. 6 every group of this 
command has participated in this 
epic of air history. You located the 
enemy and successfully preventec 
any offensive action against ou: 
army’s south flank on the retrez 
to the east by cutting his ra’ 
lines and destroying his rail an: 
motor transport and then decimat- 
ing his trapped forces. 

“This air action was unquestion- 
ably the greatest single factor in 
forcing final capitulation of these 
German ground forces, When re- 
questing a conference with us, the 
German commander indicated his 
willingness to surrender provided 
we stopped our air attacks on his 
troops. ‘We suspended our offen- 
sive action south of the Loire dur- 
ing negotiations while maintaining 

\ air surveillance of his forces. 
was threatened with fighter-bomb- 
er action if he did not surrender. 
J heard and saw his final decision 
at Beaugency bridge and I am in- 
tensely proud of your efforts. I 
believe that our comrades who 
have been lost in action probably 
looked down with pride and felt 
that their sacrifices had not been 
in vain. , 

“Please convey to the officers 
and men this message with my 


thanks. 
WEYLAND.” 
St. Louisan’s Experience.

“Opie” Weyland was born in Cali- 
fornia but his family moved to the 
Rio Grande valley in Texas when 
he was. 8 years old. He was 
brought up on the famous Taft 
ranch and still walks with the 
stride of a cowboy. He attended 
Texas A. and M. college and re- 
ceived his B.S. in mechanical en- 
gineering in 1923. 

He went to work for the West- 
ern Electric Co. with the burning 
ambition of making a lot of mon- 
ey. Instead, he became interested 
in flying and in 1923 was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant in the 
air corps, 

Now a general, Weyland gets a 
big kick out of the fact that he 
was a second lieutenant for six 
and a half years. From. an in- 
structorship at Kelly Field he 
went to Hawaii for three years 
and from there to the Army Tacti- 
cal Air Command School, then to 
the General Staff School. Later 
he was sent to the Washington 
National Guard Bureau and then 
to Panama to command the fight- 
er groups protecting that area. 
Weyland laughs now when he re- 
calls how he and his men imag- 
ined they saw Japanese planes be- 


hind every cloud after Dec, 7, 1941. 


Awarded Bronze Star. 


In February of this year Wey- 
land assumed command of the 
Nineteenth and for meritorious 
achievement during thet first 12 
days in which the Nineteenth sup- 
ported Lt, Gen. George S. Pat- 
ton’s Third Army, he was awarded 
the Bronze Star on the recom- 
mendation of Patton. Weyland 
describes the role of the Nine- 
teenth in supporting Patton’s 
army as “something that works 
like a _ damn charm.”

Hazards Pointed Out. 

An editorial, entitled, “Exit Tal- 
cum from the Surgical Scene,” in 
the Sept. 23 issue of the Journal,

been known for more than 50 
years, but “only within the past 


_10 years, however, have surgeons 


and pathologists recognized the 
dangerous properties of talcum 
powder.” 

“More than a score of studies: 
have been published detailing the 
serious consequences that follow 
the entrance of talcum into’ ani- 
ma: tissues by way of operative 
wounds, the peritoneal cavity, the 
brain ‘and through numerous 
other routes. The evils of talcum 
manifest themselves most tragi- 
cally in the field of abdominal 
Surgery in the form of postopera- 
tive intestinal obstruction. 

“Despite these hazards, how- 
ever, and despite an appreciable 
wealth of scientific literature on 
the subject, investigators at Bar- 
nard Hospital were the first to | 
substitute an innocuous powder 
for the troublesome talcum.” 

Different Powders Studied. 

After studying 24 different 
powders, the investigators found 
that cream of tartar was a satis- | 
factory substitute for talcum, and 
that cornstarch was even more | 
satisfactory exeept that when the. 
gloves were sterilized in steam 
the cornstarch gelatinized. | 
Cream of tartar was used in| 
the operating rooms at Barnard | 
while the research laboratories of | 
the Corn Products Refining Co. 
wrestled with the probiem of | 
manufacturing a cornstarch that | 
would not jelly. 

The solution was finally found, | 
and the new cornstarch will be. 
produced in quantity after the, 
war. Priorities prevent its manu- 
facture now.

Editor's Note: 


For the first time since 1864 the prest- 
dential election this year will be held while 
the United States is at war. The independ- 
ent voter, alone in the voting booth on 
Nov. 7, will ask himself three major ques- 
tions: (1) Is Roosevelt or Dewey the best 
man to continue the fight against the 
Japanese as well as the Germans to a quick 
and complete victory; (2) which would 
most effectively co-operate with other 
nations in establishing. an international 
organization to prevent aggressor nations 
from starting another world war, and (3) 
which candidate is likely to handle best 
the wast problem of American, postwar 
economy? 

On &ept. 17 the first of four articles on 
these questions was published. It dealt 
with the role of the President as Com- 
mander in Chief. Last Sunday the second 
article was devoted to the two candidates 
‘as postwar planners. Herewith is pre- 
sented the third, comparing their records 
and statements as chief executives and 
politicians. The final Sunday article will

Both Candidates Have 


Vulnerable Records 


These records make each candidate politi- 
cally vulnerable. The Republicans argue, 
as Dewey did in his acceptance speech, that 
the re-election of Roosevelt would continue 
the government in the hands of “stubborn 
men, grown old and tired and quarfelsome 
in office.” The Democrats retort, as Roose- 
velt said in his acceptance speech, that a 
Dewey victory would mean an administra- 
tion by “inexperienced and immature 
hands.” 

The Roosevelt record, because it covers 
gs0 Many years and so many controversial 
subjects, is the larger political target. There 
is a natural tendency to forget what Roose- 
velt did in the early days of his administra- 
tion.

On domestic issues Dewey would doubt- 
less have a ‘“‘honeymoon” period, such as 
he enjoyed in Albany after the Republicans 
ousted the Democrats, who had had the 
governorship for 20 years, and such as Roose- 
velt had the first year or so in Washington. 
That on international issues he would have 
the undying opposition of the sizable num- 
ber of Republican nationalists in the Senate 
of the Nye-Hiram Johnson school of thought 
seems beyond question. 

Roosevelt had such a political ‘“‘honey- 
moon” the first year or go after his in- 
augural in March, 1933.

Roosevelt during his three terms has the 
most definitely ‘‘pro-labor’” record of any 
President. This accounts for much of the 
past and present opposition from business- 
men and farmers, who claim that he has 
“coddled” labor for his own political profit. 
Roosevelt has argued, and will continue to 
argue, that his administration has benefited 
all groups except the “crooks,” ‘‘manipula- 
tors,” “‘speculators,” and “‘the chiseling 10 
per cent.” Organized labor, particularly the 
CIO, is paying another installment of its 
debt to him, but not in such heavy coin as 
in 1936 and 1940. The farmers, although 
their total income has risen proportionately 
to that of labor, were not so grateful in 
1940 and are expected to turn in large 
numbers to Dewey this year.

On the debit side of Roosevelt’s admin- 
istrative record must be written down his 
slick politics, including his condoning of 
and his co-operation with corrupt political 
machines; his lack of discipline over his 
executive subordinates; his lack of respect 
for the judicial branch of the Government 
as shown by his appointments; his selec- 
tlon of personal favorites for executive of- 
fices; his habit of creating agencies with 
overlapping authorities and his subsequent 
reluctance to take responsibility until driven 
to it for making decisions in the inevitable 
interagencies controversies, and his seem- 
ing wnconcern over governmental expenses 
and waste. 


Dewey’s Appointments 
Generally Commended. 


To compare Dewey as an executive and 
politician with Roosevelt is like compar- 
ing a growing tree with a mature, weath- 
erbeaten oak. The promise for Dewey's 
future growth is/ evident, but there can 
be no accurate prediction of what the final 
Shape and strength will be. As Chief 
Executives of New York they had in com- 
mon the fact that they succeeded good 
aiministrations and merely continued the 
programs of their predecessors.

Dispatch, after considering this and many other 
related questions, has come to the definite con- 
clusion that the United States should not change 
its leadership. It, therefore, favors the re-election 
of President Roosevelt. 

Not since 1864, when Abraham Lincoln, running 
for his second term, defeated Gen. McClellan, has 
a presidential election been held in -wartime, 
Lincoln, re-elected, carried the Civil War to a 
successful conclusion. One of the arguments used 
in his campaign was the simple, homely question: 
“Why swap horses in midstream?” 

That old saying has been the butt of sarcasm 
and ridicule in this ‘am paign, but it has an 
inherent wisdom. It was brought up to date by 
Quentin Reynolds at the Democratic National 
Convention when he asked the new question, in 
the idiom of baseball: “Why take out a winning 
pitcher?” 

It would be wise to swap horses only if it 
became evident that the one being ridden could 
not reach the other bank. It would be wise to 
remove a winning pitcher only if he were obvious- 
ly about to blow up. 

England swapped horses in midstream in 1940. 
It removed Neville Chamberlain, who had made 


jthe Munich deal with Adolf Hitler, and it put in 
his place Winston Churchill, whose unconquerable 


spirit banished the ghosts of fear and started 
Britain back on the long road to victory. Cham- 
berlain was a losing pitcher. 

Japan swapped horses in midstream earlier this 
year. It removed Gen. Tojo when it became clear 
to Japan that the forces of Gen. MacArthur and 
Adm. Nimitz were smashing the Japs on land 
and sea. The United Nations were cheered when 
Tojo was recalled from the premiership. It was 
an admission that he was pitching a losing game. 


Our own situation now is quite different. The 
war, despite recent setbacks, is going well. In 
Europe, we are fighting on German soil after the 
successful invasion of and brilliant victories in 
France. We have made much progress in the 
Pacific, though with the Chinese faltering and 
ultimate Russian participation uncertain, we have 
a long Way to go.

The second book by Richard Tregaskis, 
author of the best-selling “Guadalcanal Dia- 
ry,’ is another documentary report of bat- 
tle. It covers the latter months of 1943 
when the Allied forces, pushing from the 
south into the European fortress, invaded 
Sicily and Italy. 

A competent, objective and fairly sensi- 
tive reporter, Mr. Tregaskis recreates scenes 
of battle and the sweating, weary, dogged 
men who fight—memorable scenes like the 
taking of a nameless hill outside Altavilla, 
or a high, well-protected ridge near Cas 
sino. At the same time, he conveys the 
almost unbearable tension and desperation 
felt by the soldier under fire. 

The reader accompanies him, Col. Elliott

reconnaissance flight over Sicily—a vividly 
descriptive accotint.

It was seven miles from Cassino that Tre 
gaskis was wounded, when a shell frag 
ment ripped through his already battered 
helmet and drove into the left side of the 
motor area of the brain. The spirited story 
of his confused trek back to the field dres# 
ing station is one of the striking moments 
in the book, His stoical bravery under fire 
and in hospital matches that of the fight- 
ing men about when he writes. 

There are perceptive characterizations of 
Benedetto Croce, the Italian philosopher 
and a leading spirit in the Liberal party; 
of Marshal Badoglio, who frankly admit- 
ted that he “owes his loyalty to the mon 
archy”; of Count Sforza, long an active 
foe of Nazism and Fascism, who demanded 
the King’s abdication. The political aspects 
of the war, however, are only briefly 
touched. Tregaskis accurately character- 
izes himself as a war correspondent, not a 
political writer. 

“Invasion Diary” is both a first-hand doc- 
ument from a historic fighting front, and 
one observer's report of modern war's ruth- 
less brutality and wanton destruction of 
people and places and materials.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30. 


HE sailor looked dazed as he

on every side, pouring out of busses, 
sunbathing on the grass, playing 
softball in shorts.

Twenty- 
eight acres of girls!” 

Arlington Farms—Girl Town— 
the fabulous all-female housing 
project across the river from 
Washington was built two years 
ago to relieve that jam-packed 
city. It is operated by the Public 
Buildings Administration for the 
Federal Public Housing Authority. 
Today 8000 girls, including 3300 
Waves, live there. So popular are 
its glamorous buildings, full of 
venetian blinds and the chintz 
dear to female hearts, that 90 per 
cent of new Government girls want 
to move in. The fact that over 
200,000 service men have visited the 
girls in the numerous date rooms 
doesn’t detract from its popularity. 


‘William J. Bissell, manager of the 


10 residence halls, says with mag- 
nificent understatement, “I am not 
running an old maid’s home.” 
There’ are a few spinsters in 
spectacles, a sprinkling of grand- 
mas, ex-missionaries and retired 
teachers, but most Girl Towners 
are slick chicks and bobby sockers 


in their teens and twenties, They 
left their small towns because they 
wanted to see the world, or be- 
cause the war had taken their boy 
friends, or through sheer patriot- 
ism. They are amazingly naive, 
many of them fresh from the 
farm. Washington, their jobs and 
Girl Town have them in a daze of 
excitement—eating seafood for the 
first time, seeing Eleanor, wearing 
high heels, discovering that hotels 
wrap sugar lumps in paper.

He is more widely known, how- 
ever, as the handsome stranger 
who turned up in Washington a 
few years back with the combina- 
tion of luck and nerve required 
for claiming the hand of Dorothy, 
only daughter of Mrs, Jesse Nich- 
olson. Mrs. Jesse was the re- 
doubtable Dry leader and lady po- 
litico who, in Prohibition’s prime, 
fought the campaign machineries 
of both Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties. 

Son-in-law Bates seems unafraid 
of the antiliquor lioness who once 
put the heat on Herbert Hoover 
and Al Smith. Or maybe he’s just 
plain desperate. Brave or rash— 
whichever—young Bates has filed 


papers in a District of Columbia 


court which brands his mother-in- 
law a “battle-ax.” And he invites a 
jury to take a look at her picture, 
then go out in the back room to 
find a-verdict that no son-in-law 
of hers could hope to make a go 
of marriage.

LAKE HARPER, manager of 
B the food and drink conces- 

sions at Sportsman’s Park for 
the Browns and Cardinals, may 
well be the only man in the world 
who can boast of having made 
a candidate for the vice-presiden- 
cy of the United States spend a 
whole hour pondering over the 
fact that hot dogs, before they are 
put on the griddle for sale, are 
soaked in pineapple juice for sev- 
eral days to soften the dogs’ skin 
casement. 

The candidate was Gov. Bricker 
of Ohio. The occasion was re- 
cently, during the Republican Gov- 
ernor’s conference here, when Gov, 
Bricker took time out to be Mis- 
souri Gov.

ARPER, who’d commissioned 
me to solicit anybody who 
knew him for stories to illus- 
trate his personality (“I can’t 
think of a thing to say about my- 
self’) knitted his brows and gave 
me a sort of a stare when I re- 
peated the above anecdote to him,

ber about that business was that 
Gov. Bricker was darn interested 
in what I had to show him, and 
that, when we stopped in front of 
the money-counting machine, the 
darn machine chose that moment 
to go dead.”

methods include the naming of 

names when it comes to drinks. 
“Don’t say ‘soft drinks,’ but name 
the brands. That makes people 
thirstier.” A card system of daily 
sales includes an account of the 
temperature. “When it’s’ cool, 
there’s a run on hot dogs. When 
it’s warm, cold drinks flourish.” 

On the second (and final) eve- 
ning of the interview—much of 
the time was taken up in a dis- 
cussion, heartfelt on both sides, 
of what constituted matters of 
interest to the story—-Harper men- 
tioned his “appeasers.” “Appeas- 
ers? What are they?” Harper in- 
troduced me to one. “My appeasers 
are a group of employes I have 
chosen for their ‘psychologicalist’ 
traits to keep peace in the fam- 
ily.” The appeasers, appealing to 
reason (“anything that makes you 
more money is good reason”) see 
to it that quarrels among em- 
ployes don’t go past the initial 
statement of the grievance. “Take 
my chief assistant, he is worth 
$100,000 that he has made out 
here in a number of years. He 
wouldn't clean his desk out. So I 
got one of my appeasers who 
showed him how he could make 
more money if he was better 
organized, and he cleaned out his 
desk.”

Figuring on three Cardinal 
games in the World Series at 
least, “we will sell 140,000 hot 
dogs, 2000 cases of beer, four or 
five thousand cases of soft drinks, 
a ton of peanuts a day, 35,000 to 
40,000 rolls, eight to 10,000 ham- 
burgers, and novelties of all 
kinds.” 

His help, ranging from boys in 
their early teens to men 70 years 
or over, are “from all walks of 
life.”

Be sure that all fat 
and stringy sinews have been re- 
moved from the meat. Now melt 
two tablespoons of butter in a 
saucepan and put three or four 
small onions, chopped fine, in it 
to brown. When the onions are a 
golden color, add the lamb, 
pinch of thyme, a bay leaf or 
two, one nubbin of garlic, crushed, 
and two tablespoons of curry 
powder—more, if you think you 
can take it. Mix these together 
and add a scant quart of stock or 
canned bouillon, whichever is han- 
diest. Bring all this to a boil and 
let it just simmer for about an 
hour and a half.

When the meat is ready, take 
it out and put it on a serving 
dish. If you have it, add two 
tablespoons of grated coconut to 
the liquid in which the meat 
was cooked, but if the coconut 
is absent, it won’t make much 
difference. But do put into the 
liquid a green apple, peeled and 
chopped, and three tablespoons 
of chutney. Thicken the mix- 
ture with a little arrowroot or 
cornstarch dissolved in a bit of 
cold water and add about half 
a cup of cream.

MERICAN amphibious forces were routing encircled Jap defenders 
from concrete-lined caves on Peleliu in the Palau Islands, last 
week, in a battle for a Pacific base only 610 miles from the Philip- 

pines. Smaller Angaur Island, six miles to the south, already had been 
taken. So had Peleliu airfield, finest of five in Palaus, and nine-tenths 
of the island. Operation was another step in Pacific island-hopping 
campaign that has relentlessly been closing in on Japan. Capture of en- 
tire group would give United States Navy its best anchorage west of 
Pearl Harbor, on Babelthuap, largest of Palaus. Babelthuap also is 
capital of Japanese mandated islands and if merely rendered helpless, 
Japan would lose a vital outer defense. Invasion of Peleliu, on Septem- 
ber 14, coincided with occupation by General Douglas MacArthur of 
Morotai, northernmost of the Moluccas Islands. Morotai is only 375 
miles from Davao, second city of the Philippines, and has an airfield. 

Admiral Chester W. Nimitz recently indicated immiediate objective 
of Pacific fighting is liberation of Philippines. Map above shows latest 
moves and possible future drives. Recent double jump indicated Davao 
might be next stepping stone, after consolidation of Palau invasion. 
Tokyo declared that city had been evacuated of civilians, and martia® 
law established in all Philippines. Davao would give toehold on islands 
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for move against Manila, which is 605 miles from Davao, 980 from Moro- 
tai, and against main island of Luzon. With Philippines retaken, Amer- 
icans would be next door to Japanese Formosa, 585 miles north of Ma- 
nila. Philippine bases also would lay east coast of China open to am- 
phibious landings designed to relieve Chinese. But observers considered 
Philippines, while immediate objective, were not only direct road to 
Japan. Only 600 miles from Tokyo, 965 from Guam, are the Bonin Is- 
lands, in recent weeks heavily bombed by American planes. Successful 
landing there would mean Admiral Nimitz was at Japan's front door. 

General MacArthur took Morotai without a fight in 300-mile jump 
from Sansapor, his most advanced base on New Guinea. Japs had been 
lured south by heavy bombings of Halmahera, largest of Moluccas, but 
MacArthur moved around them. Marines and infantry, however, met 
bitter resistance from 10,500 Japs on Peleliu, where defenses were re- 
ported toughest encountered in Pacific landings, not excepting Tarawa 
and Saipan. Japs stalemated Marines for nearly a week, until they were 
by-passed and pocketed in mountain caves last week. Their dead on 
Peleliu were estimated at 7313 through last Sunday; another 975 died on 
Angaur. American casualties through last Monday were officially put 
at 686 dead, 406 missing, 4408 wounded on both tslands.
